AN AUTO DANGER 

Carbon monoxide gas—the deadly 
fumes thrown off by the exhaust of 
an automobile—has become so great 
a menace to the automobile-using 
public that government agencies and 
life and accident insurance companies 
are taking preventative measures. 
Theiq is a real cause for concern in 
this invisible peril. Knowing the ev¬ 
il is half its extinction in this era of 
invention and scientific research and 
the motorist may confidently expect 
the early elimination of the treacher¬ 
ous monoxide gas. Science will 
e\ entually solve the problem. But 
while the chemists and automobile en¬ 
gineers are scratching their heads ov- 
solution the public can attain 
the same desired result by the exer¬ 
cise of a little care. Ventilation is the 
arch enemy of the poisonous exhaust 
gases. There is danger in running the 
engine in a closed garage. Keep the 
garage doors open while the motor is 
running. There is danger in poorly 
ventilated vehicular tunnels where au¬ 
tomobile traffic is heavy. Construc¬ 
tion engineers and the overseers of 
such tunnels must see to it that the 
ventilating systems are adequate for 
their new duty. Caution has solved 
many problems created by the growth 
of the automobile and is just as ef¬ 
fective in the monoxide gas problem. 
Lives are being saved by those organ¬ 
izations which have undertaken to in- 
formUhe public of this menace. 

WRITE CHEERFUL LETTERS 

Maybe you never thought about it r 
but a cheerful letter is a fine tonic, 
and it is just as easy to write a cheer¬ 
ful letter as a gloomy one. Of course 
some of us are better writers than 
others, but there is no reason why the 
ordinary letter can not be cheerful, 
there is no good reason why the or¬ 
dinary writer, or the poor writer, can 
not sound a cheerful note when writ¬ 
ing the ordinary letter. Cheer is a 
big thing. The clever writer of a busi 
ness letter studies the scientific mean¬ 
ing of the w y ord; he knows all about 
it—psychologically and temperamen¬ 
tally. T.he bulk of a business letter 
may be purely matter-of-fact in text, 
yet, somewhere, the clever writer will 
sound the cheerful note that leaves a 
splendid taste in the mouth of the 
reader. You are always glad to re¬ 
ceive letters from some people. Why? 
The answer is that you know their 
letters are cheerful, that these writers 
have a way of telling things without 
the gloomy aspects, and—well, you 
just feel good over hearing from them 
that’s all. Again, there are some 
people who seem determined to look 
altogether on the dark side of every¬ 
thing ami their views are invariably 
i effected in the letters they send out 
to their friends and their business cor 
cespoadeats. A cheerful letter is like 
a beacon light to a weary traveler 
who ha.s lost his way; it comes with 
all the refieshing sweetness of a sum¬ 
mer morn and the honeyed sunshine 
of sp*ing. x 

A, man who makes up his mind to 
kill someone else first and himself af¬ 
terwards should be considered sane.

FIND THE MORAL 

The chief executive of a big corpor¬ 
ation, whose time is occupied from 
the moment he reaches his office until 
the moment he leaves it, has devised 
a new efficiency scheme. He has re¬ 
quested all his employes_and all his 
friends and acquaintances, when they 
telejihone him, to inform the opera¬ 
tor in his office whether the conver- 1 
sation they desire falls under the 
heading of “A,’’ “B,” or “C.” “A’ 

signifies .that it is a matter of great 
imnortance that requires immediate 
attention. ‘‘B” signifies that it is 
merely a matter of business routine 
or of social engagement. ‘“C” means 
ordinary piffle. It is only fair, how¬ 
ever, to give the results, up to date, 
of this executive’s experience. With 
one exception every telephone call fell 
into the “A” class. Hia wife, remind¬ 
ing him to send the car for her after 
luncheon, a friend who wanted to bor¬ 
row a few hundred dollars, his tailor! 
announcing that his new suit was 
ready to be tried on—all insisted tliat| 
their communication was of great im-J 
portance and needed immediate atten-1 
tion. It was only his chaffdur who 
modestly told the operator that his 
message came under “C.” He merely 
wanted to report that he had collided 
with a truck, smashed a $6,000 car 
and injured a policeman. There is a 
moral in this for reformers to figure 
out. 


SELECTING THEIR CANDIDATESJ 

A year must elapse before the presi 
dential elections are held in the Unit¬ 
ed States, but both political parties 
are busy looking about for the most 
desirable candidates—desirable in this 
case meaning the men who carrcOTralj 
the most votes. The Republicans are 
pinning their faith to Cooiidge. They 
believe him their strongest candidate 
despite any prejudice that may exist 
against a third term. He has said he 
“does not choose to run’’ which leaves 
it open for the party to choose that 
he shall run. If he will accept the 
nomination he can have it without a 
struggle. If he does not, it leaves the 
party in a bad fix, for there is no 
other man, head and shoulders above 
a host of contenders. Time is requir¬ 
ed for such a man to emerge, and 
time is slipping away. No other Re¬ 
publican wishes to start a be«m for 
himself so long as Cooiidge is believ¬ 
ed to t>e available. Indeed so strong 
a man is the President that any other 
man would damage his chances by 
announcing himself a candidate in ad¬ 
vance of a definite withdrawal by the 
chief executive. 

In the democratic ranks, the only 
outstanding candidate is Governor Ah 
Smith of New York, now that McAdoo 
has declined to stand. / He ha.s risen 
from an obscure position until he is 
now the most considerable man in the 
party. He has friends and foes, how- j 
e'ver, who say he cannot possibly be! 
elected to the Presidency because he 
is openly and avowedly a “wet.” They 
say that even the South will go 
against him on that issue and many 
Democrats in the northern states as 
well. Hg is an abstainer himself, but 
does not approve the eighteenth" 
amendment. There are many Repub¬ 
licans who agree with him, but wheth¬ 
er he would poll enough of them to 
offset his loss of dry Democrats will 
depend upon the character of the Re¬ 
publican selection. There are other 
friends and foes too, who say he can¬ 
not be elected because he is a Roman 
Catholic. Constitutionally, this is no 
bar, but so far neither party in the 
United States has.^selected a Roman 
Catholic candidate lest the party! 
should lose through the religous views 
of its candidate. The Govei nor ha„ 
given a manly and spirited reply to I 
that objection and it is not likely that! 
the prejudice is as great as is gener- j 
ally supposed. In a less enlightened 
age such prejudices did exist not on¬ 
ly in the United States but in other 
countries. 

If Cooiidge and Smith are the candi 
dates the former will probably win 
but if Cooiidge does not accept, Gov¬ 
ernor Smith stands a very good 
chance of being the next President of 
the United States.

NCH SOLD 


Pat Burns, the Cattle King, Haw Made 
Offer for Purchase of Famoua 
Old Ranch 


Negotiations between the George 
Lane Company and P. Burns leading 
to the purchase by the latter of the 
well known Bar U and Willow Creek 
ranches comprising a total of more 
than 36,000 acres of deeded land,60,000 
acres of leased land are now under 
way, and the deal is practically con- 
sumated. Definite announcement of 
the outcome is expected later this 
week. Mr. Burns has made an offer 
for the purchase of the vast property 
but the amount has not been divulged. 
It ,is understood that the company 
which is managing the estate of the 
late George Lane has set a price of 
$102,500 on the Willow Creek proper¬ 
ty and $364,000 on the Bar U proper¬ 
ty at Pekisko near that of H.H.H. the 
Prince of Wales, the livestock not to 
be included in this figure/ 

When asked about the negotiation, 
Mr. Burns said that he was not in a 
position to make any announcement, 
it being, he said, the duty of the ven¬ 
dor and not the purchaser to make 
such announcement. Asked what he 
intended to do with the estate he said 
that he would use it to run cattle on. 
Representatives of the vendors said 
that no announcement would be made 
for several days. It is rumored that 
the price offered by Mr. Burns for 
land livestock is $750,000. 1 

During the past year many offers, 
it is understood, have been made for 
this now'internationally known prop¬ 
erty. It was as the guest of the late 
George Lane that H.R.H. the Prince 
of Wales first visited the foothills 
ranching country in Alberta and it 
was Mr. Lane who negotiated the 
sale of the E.P. ranch at Pekisko to 
His Royal Highness shortly after¬ 
wards. Mr. Lane was one of the ‘‘Iiig 
Four” in Alberta >anching history. 
Mr^JUwns, A. E. Cross and Hon. Ar- 
le MapLean, the present manager 
of the Lane estate, being the other 
three. If the present deal goes 
through the vast Lane property will 
remain within the group. 

Later—The deal for the above 
property was closed today, the sum 
of $750,000 being involved. Hon A. 
J.McLean, manager of the Lane Es¬ 
tate during the past year and a half, 
estimates that about 6000 head of cat¬ 
tle and 500 horses are on the two 
ranches and with this sale completed 
the whole estate is now wound up. A 
report says that Mr. Burns intends to 
make model ranches out of his new ac 
quisition. Mr. Bums when interview¬ 
ed did not encourage the rumor that 
he intends to dispose of at least part 
of it to influential Englishmen.

LAYMAN’S BANQUET 

Close upon 400 laymen and clergy 
from all parts of the Anglican diocese] 
of Calgary, were present at the lay- j 
men’s banquet held at the Palliser 
Hotel, Calgary, on Tuesday evening, 
and the entire proceeding were mark¬ 
ed with much enthusiasm. Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Walsh presided and when Bishop 
Sherman rose to make an address on 
"Our Diocese,” His Lordship was ac-‘ 
corded a very warm reception. In' 
this connection Mr. Ellison Capers of| 
High River proposed the toast “Our; 
Diece.se” in a particularly apt manner. 
Bishop Sherman spoke impressively 
emphasizing the great need there was 
for greater service in the scattered 
parts of the diocese. The principal 
speaker of the evening was the Lord 
Bishop of Magma,Who spoke feeling-, 
Iv on the subject of “Our Gyeat Task.’; 
His Lordship said that to anyone who 
had had the privilege'rof travelling ov-, 
er the wide spaces of their Dominion,! 
there must come a renewed' realiza- ( 
tion of the greatness of their task in 
Canada, whether they viewed it in re-] 
lation to industry, labor, politics or 
the church. ‘'We are part of a great 
whole,” he said. “Sometimes we for-i 
get this in the isolation of our special 
task, cut off, for so it seemed, from 
the life of the great world around us, 
or overwhelmed by the details of our: 
work.” _ 

SUNFLOWER SILAGE 

In districts such as North Western 
Saskatchewan, where on the Dominion 
Experimental Station corn has never 
been a dependable crop even for sil- ; 
age, sunflowers constitute the bulk of 
the silage used. Tests made at tlie | 
Scott Station in comparing sunflower 
silage jvitlf pulped turnips have re-' 
peatedly shown silage to he superior 
for Iambs on a grain ration and oat| 
straw. If turnips were equal to sil- j 
age in feeding value the crop would; 
not become generally used on account] 
of the extra labour required. From] 
the cost of gains in $he check lot, and 
the extra gains produced by feeding 
silage, it has been calculated from an, 
average of four tests that when oat] 
straw is the only other roughage, sun¬ 
flower silage has a value of $8.99 per) 
ton for feeder lambs. During the | 
winter of 1926-27 a test was made to] 
determine the value of sunflower sil-1 
age for feeder lambs wneh low grades! 
western rye grass hay was used to 
replace some of the straw. In this] 
case the silage gave a return value of 
only $2.46 per ton. One test is not] 
sufficient to draw final conclusions,! 
but from the results to date it,would 1 
appear that the lower the quality of 
the main roughage the higher will be 
the value of the sunflower silage.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Wheat is scoring unusually high 
records this year. G. J. Erdman, in 
the Barons district threshed 64 bush¬ 
els to the acre in a 240 acre field and 
others in the area have done almost 
as well. 

A Montreal-New York air mail ser¬ 
vice is proposed by the United States 
Post Office Department and under ad¬ 
visement at Ottwa. By such means 
noon mail would arrive at destination 
by 5 p.m. 

Within 24 hours an amount of grain 
equal to Canada’s total production in 
1887, was hauled to elevators over 
Canadian Pacific lines. That record 
was 4,356,000 bushels—enough to 
provide bread for the whole popula¬ 
tion of the British Isles for one week. 

Spillers, Limited, has bought the 
local flour and grain warehouse and 
will build an elevator and larger stor¬ 
age sheds at Kamloops. The company 
will operate there under the name of 
the Vancouver Milling and Grain Co. 

Fifty young Britishers are on the 
way to Alberta for a year’s training 
at the provincial farm colleges. Theyj 
are from all parts of the British Isles 
and were personally examined and 
passed by Hon. Herbert Greenfield, A1 
berta agent in London. They are com 
ing out under the Hoadley scheme. 

Increased rural route services for 
Alberta and the three other Western 
Provinces, with the possibility in the 
future of an air mail service to points 
such as the Peace River Country, are 
two matters w;hich are occupying the 
attention of the postal authorities of 
Canada, according to Hon. P. J. Ven- 
iot, postmaster-general of Canada. 

Alberta entries will again be 
heavy at the Chicago International 
Hay and. Grain Show, according to 
Provincial Field Crops Commissioner 
W. J. Stephen, and some splendid sam 
pies from this province will compete 
with.the best from all parts of the 
continent. Herman Trelle of Wembley 
winner of the world's championships 
in both wheat and oats at 1926 show 
will again be among the exhibitors 
this year. In addition to a number of 
prizewinners in previous years, the 
names of several new growers appear 
in the following list of entries receiv¬ 
ed by Mr. Stephen: Arthur Morin;

any other wheat-growing country in 
the world to make a return that is 
comparable with his. An average of 
42 tjushels to the acre on a 6,000 acre 
tract may have been equalled in some 
part of our Western wheat belt, but 
we doubt if it can be matched even in 
the area of best tilled wheat land in 
England. This paragraph ought to be 
circulated in other countries where 
good farmers are looking for new 
fields of agriculture. It would show 
them what Alberta’s soil is capable of 
r arming in that province has given a 
wonderful account of itself this year. 
Saskatchewan, too, has a big yield, 
though it does not show such an amaz 
mg leap forward in the twelvemonth 
as has Alberta. Manitoba has had an 
off year in wheat, but it will pull U p 
on other agricultural products. Can¬ 
ada s three prairie provinces have 
great lengths to go yet before attain¬ 
ing to the maximum of their annual 
wheat production. They are already 
the main bread-basket of the world. 
In an interview given to a Calgary 
newspaper. Mr. Roger W. Babson. an 
acknowledged American authority on 
the business outlook, especially on 
this continent, said about Canada’s 
western provinces: 

‘•Canada to-day possesses the op¬ 
portunities which the United States 
possessed fifty years ago, and this 
especially applies to the four western 
provinces, British Columbia, Alberta. 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba. These 
provinces, containing an area equal 
to about one-quater of the United 
States, abound in great virgin forests 
rich deposits of coal, iron, copper, 
zinc, lead, gold and silver; millions of 
acres of the finest wheat growing 
land in the world; unused water pow¬ 
er sufficient to run half the industries 
in America; a pulpwood supply to 
which the United States must ulti¬ 
mately turn; together with most pro¬ 
fitable fisheries, fur industries and oth 
er sources of income. 

“Added to. this natural wealth there 
is an exceptionally good prospect of 
many rich oil fields being developed in 
these provinces. Oil is already being 
secured in good quantities in the vi 
cinity of Calgary and several addi 
tional wells are being driven. The 
Imperial Oil Company and other es¬ 
tablished concerns are interested in 
this development. What oil and cli¬ 
mate have done for Southern Califor¬ 
nia, so oil and agriculture may do for 
Sunny Alberta.” 

A DENOMINATIONAL ROW

T. Shields of the Jarvis St. Baptist 
Church, Toronto., ’He.would appear to 
be a restless and graceless zealot with 
a perfect sense of direction toward 
the spotlight.

BANKS BIRTHDAY 

November 3rd was the 110th anni- 
versary °f the foundation of the Bank 
of Montreal which has become in the 
way of a national institution, mark- 
mg the progress and development of 
the Dominion. In the status to which 
the Bank of Montreal has arrived it 
is a mirror of the prosperity to which 
Canada has attained in a century. The 

w/wt °if- banlc are associated 
with the history of Canada, it is not 
too much to say. It has marched with 
the Dominion in its strides from strug 
glmg colonies before Confederation to 
its present national status and inter¬ 
national importance. The Bank of 
Montreal, associated as it has been for 
more than a hundred years with the 
history of the country, has become a 
household word in Canada. From 
small beginnings it has risen to the 
position of one of the solidist of the 
assets of the Dominion. Its 110th 
birthday coincides with the establish¬ 
ment by the Bank of a new record, its 
total assets at the end of September 
being in excess of $819,000,000 which 
is not only the highest figure in the 
annals of thq Bank, but establishes a 
total never before attained by any 
Pa ™u ln the histor V of th e country. 

The history of the Bank of Mont¬ 
real is interesting when it is told that, 
starting with one small office in rent¬ 
ed premises in Montreal, with a paid 
up capital of $350,000, it has today at¬ 
tained to the magnitude of over 600 
branches scattered throughout the Do¬ 
minion and^Newfoundland, with its 
own offices m the financial centres of 
Great Britain, France, the United 
States, and Mexico. Its paid-up capi¬ 
tal, pointing to its achievement, 
stands at $29,916,700, with a reserve 
account of a like amount. 

The string of 155 Alberta Wheat 
Bool elevators established something 
of a record when they reported hand- 
l ,n Rs of 670,000 bushels in one day.

Another of his 
fields, not so well worked, registered 
45 bushels to the acre. 

Over ton miles of evergreen trees 
have been planted this fall by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway along its!

The profits from grade sheep at the 
Dominion Experimental Station at 
Scott. Sask., show that this class of 
,stock may well be a real asset to the) 
farm business of northwestern Sas-| 
katchewan. ■' The foundation of thej 
flock at- -Scott consisted of grade! 
range ewes of mixed breeding. Noth¬ 
ing but pure bred rams have been us¬ 
ed and these have been the means of 
strengthening the constitution of the 
flock and improving the type and 
fleece until now the majority of the 
fifth generation have the appearance 
of pure bred sheep. The first cross 
showed a much greater improvement 
than any succeeding cross. Records 
are kept of all fged used as well as 
all purchases and sales. 'For the year 
1926 the balance shet shows the total 
returns from ninety-four (94) breed¬ 
ing ewes to be $868.12 with a total 
cost of feed and pasture of $668.49 
which leaves a pftfit of $199.63 (la-j 
bour excluded) or $2.12 per head. 
Grade ewes can usually be purchased 
at prices from $7 to $10 per head. 
Ten ewes would be a very good be¬ 
ginning for the average farmer. This 
number could be pastured in small en¬ 
closures near the buildings until the 
profits from the sheep would pay for 
fencing larger fields. The attention 
at lambing time with the shearing and 
dipping in June constitute most of the 
labour required. Coarse, cheap feeds, 
may be utilized to good advantage and 
also many weeds around the buildings 
and fields are readily eaten by sheep.
